WHAT "BUSY BERTHAS" DID DURING SIEGE OF PARIS 


Dwight Keller Dies Near 


Cierges, In Argonne Re- 
gion During Last Allied 
Offensive. 


Private DwashX-Ke!l«r,r who died of 


wounds on October 14, 1918, was wound- 
ed by shell fire near Cierges, France, 
and is buried there according to infor- 
mation received by Mr. and Mrs. D. W. 
Keller in a letter from their son, Pri- 
vate Harry "Keller, who is with Battery 
D, eighth field artillery. In his letter 
he enclosed another from the command- 
ing officer of headquarters company, 
Seventh infantry, relative to the death 
of Dwight Keller. 


Private Harry Keller tells his parents 


he is well and that he received the let- 
ter from Captain St James, in it he 
says: 
"I received the enclosed letter from 


Dwighfs company commander. I wrote 
him shortly after I received your letter 
saying that Dwight had been killed. 
Just got an answer. I think I can get 
the exact location of his grave, as 
soon as I get a little more information. 
Also may be able to get a picture of his 
grave if I can get in touch with the 
Red Cross in that part of France." 


The letter from Captain Robert G. St 


James, gives the following account of 
Dwiirht Keller's death: 
"Your brother died of wounds Octo- 


ber 14. 1918. He was wounded by shell 
fire near Cierges, France, and he is 
buried near that town. Am sorry I am 
unable to give you the exact location of 
the grave. Your brother was a member 
of the signal platoon of this company. 
"Cierges is near Montfaucon, between 


the Meuse river and the Argonne forest, 
and 
northwest of Verdun. We 
had 


desi>erate fighting there from Septem- 
ber 29 to October 29. attacking or meet- 
ing counter attacks, daily. We cap- 
tured Cierges, Cuncl. Xaritilloes. Eo- 
magne. Ivoiry. JIadelienex Farm, Clair 
ICciienes Woods, and many other wood, 
thick with machine gun nests. Our suc- 
cess there undoubtedly did much to 
hasten the end of the war and make our 
presence in Germany on the Rhine pos-

15 of peaches 
grapes and pulms, and so on througl 
the whole list, and every variety was 
good. The farmers in those days prid 
ed themselves on having 
only 
fruii 


that had a fine, distinct, characteristic 
flavor. 


There are tremendous possibilities in 


the fruit business. It is something that 
can be developed 
almost 
anywhere 


There are many families who now use 
fruit only rarely, 
even 
though they 


could afford it. 
It would' be possible 


to so promote its use that people would 
generally have it on the table about 
every day. 
But to do that 
growers 


must study the matter of flavor and 
develop a quality that will make peo- 
ple love it.

fifteen minute massage each day will 
be necessary, but if there are .only a 
few tiny lines, five minutes will suf- 
fice. 
Before the treatment the face 
should be washed with hot, soapy wa- 
ter ahd with a complexion brush. After 
it has been rinsed carefully and dried, 
the skin should be coated thickly with 
the following cream. 


White wax one half ounce, sweet al- 
mond oil two ounces, lanolin one ounce, 
spermaceti one half ounce, cocoanut 
oil one ounce, tincture of benzoin two 
drops and orange 
flower 
water one 


one ounce. Place the first five ingredi- 
ents in a double boiler and melt over a 
slow fire. When melted and mingled 
smoothly take from the fire, add the 
benzoin and orange flower. Fluff with 
an egg beater until cold and pour into 
small mouthed jars for use. 
The forehead lines should be massag- 
ed with a circular motion, using the 
finger tips of the right hand and hold- 
ing the skin taut with the thumb and 
forefinger. 
It is very easy to rub in 
more wrinkles than you can ever rub 
out. Place the first and second fing- 
ers on the nose just above the eyes and 
massage out beyond the eye corners, 
then sweep in underneath the eyes 
toward 
the nose. Use a very light 
pressure. 
The cheeks should be massaged up 


from the point of the chin, using the 
palm of the hand. To efface the laugh- 
ing wrinkles out the first and second 
ngers underneath the center of the 
lower lip, then tnassage up beyond the 
corner of the mouth and up 
toward 
the nostril. ^Hollows under the chin 
and behind the ears should be mas- 
saged with a delicate rotary motion 
of the fingers. After this massage is 
completed wipe off the surplus cream 
and spray the face with this astring- 
ent: Benzoin thirty drops, mucilage of 
acacia thirty drops and lime water one 
ounce.

Of course, some books nave ribbon 


markers attached to their backs, and 
these are tremendously convenient. 
Strips of ribbon of a narrow width, 
perhaps In dark red, are also conveni- 
ent, although whenever these are deco- 
rated they are out of place. 


Then, too, it Is possible to have book 


marks made from your book plate, or 
especially designed and made of stiff 
paper, notched to slip over the top of 
the page. 


Music Makes Work Easier. 


Successful 
use 
of phonographic 


music is to utilize It as an aid to pen- 
manship work. According to a report 
of an instructor in a New England high 
school, music acts as a speed guide for 
the penman, jnst as the metronome 
beats time for a beginner In music. It 
is this man's experience that music 
takes off the fatigue and drudge of 
writing letters and stimulates the mind 
In a tedious job. It helps to create a 
correct and uniform speed, furnishes 
an exact count for the formation of let- 
ters, and thus furnishes rhythm. Waltz 
and fox-trot records are placed on the 
phonograph in accordance with the 
rhythm desired for each exercise by 
the penmanship students.

Gleaning. 


Gleaning Is wrongly believed to rest 


on' a common law right In England, 
and a legal "obiter dictum" exists that 
a man who enters a field for this pur- 
pose cannot be prosecuted for tres- 
pass. But a majority of judges in the 
old court of common pleas decided that 
to grant a general right to glean would 
be contrary to public policy, because 
"It would demoralize the poor," «ay» 
the London Chronicle, and "open a 
wide door to fraud." Yet a local cus- 
tom of gleaning has been recognized 
repeatedly by acts of parliament, and 
In some places the "gleaning bell" still 
rings from the tower of the parish 
church twice a day during harvest to 
let the villagers know when they may 
begin to glean and when they must 
stop.
